On the morning of F2th, 
instant, four seamen (Malays) were engaged 
washing duwn one of the tanks from which 
the eargo had been discharged ; the men 
were standing on a stringer platerabout 
seven feet fram the top of the hatch and 
Hinetecn feet sbove the bottom of the tank. 
the total depth of which is about twenty-six 
feet’ They were directing water from hoses 
into the sides und inte the corners of the 
tank for the purpose of removing any oil 
From some cause, 
which ‘bas still to Ue investigated, all 
four men were suddenly overcome by 
gas (Benzine vapour). Two of them 
fell to the bottum of the tank. the 
other two falling on the stringer Plate 
and remaining there, Mr Swan at once 
descended to tho bottom of the tank and 
succecded in prssing a rope round one of 
tho men, who was ruled up to the deck. 
He proved to he dead, Inving Leen killed 
by the fall. The gas was so strong that 
Mr Swan could not secure the other man at 
the bottom, and was compelled to come up 
again. He succeeded in reaching the deck 
without assistance, but was completely 
exhausted, and coutd not stand for some 
time. On recovering, he again descended 
and sent up the other man from the bottem. 
This man also was dead, couse of death in 
this instanco being suffoostion. Tho two 
men on the stringer plate had been got out 
in the meantime, and recovered after, some 
three quarters of an hour of artificial 
respiration. 
Wo are of opinion that Mr Swan's be- 
haviour, though” he was nut successful in 
ctually saving life, merits recognition, in- 
asmuch as he exposed his own life to very 
grave risk, and we therefore ask you to 
bring the matter to the notice of the proper 
authorities.-We have, ote., 
(Sd.)
